Later in his sermon Dr. Biederwolf 
referred to the ball game as “ a howl­

been in a town where there were sol 
few b**y> and girls at religious ga til- |

Ile decried tile fact that the i 
young people were so conspicuous by 


their absence.

A m arvelously fortunate year is this 
of 1912 for this land of ours. 
The 
governm ent crop report yesterday re­ 
news once more the proof that all 
things are uniting for the w elfare of 
Americans. 
It is an am azing show 
ing, 300,000,000 
bushels 
of 
spring 
wheat being reported 
as 
in 
sight, 
where last year the yield was only 
190.000.000 bushels, and the year be­ 
fore 200,000,000. 
Added to the winter 
w heat, w hich in spite of the soft wheat 
losses in our own section of the coun 
try, will still pass the 1911 mark, the 
total yield of this grain will run well 
above 700,000,000 bushels, and if pri 
vate advices are reliable, even above 
800.000.000 bushels. 
We have had but two years in the 
past when the 700,000,000 mark 
was 
passed, 1906 and 1901, and the outlook 
is that the return per bushel for the 
harvest now available will exceed that 
of either of these. 
Nor is wheat the only crop that is 
practically assured of reaching record 
figures. 
Corn, potatoes, barley, rye 
and som e others axe already in the 
class of bumper yields. 
The indica­ 
tions am ount to assurance that they 
will all exceed any previous aggro 
gate. 
While the American fields are teem ­ 
ing with their produce 
across 
the 
ocean is heard the cry of 
distress. 
Cold weather and prolonged rainfall 
have played havoc there. 
The land 
is sodden and unfruitful. 
What crops 
have grown are drowning 
in 
flood. 
The American farmer, with his barns 
bulging with the yield of his acres, 
will get big prices for his big stock 
of food supplies. 
A bountiful harvest and a strong 
demand should make the farmer of 
this country a happy man on Thanks­ 
giving day.

The record of President Taft's ad­ 
m inistration is one of splendid achieve­ 
ment. 
His adm inistration has broken all 
records for prosecutions brought and 
won under the Sherman anti trust law. 
W ithout fear or favor it has brought 
to the bar of justice corporations and 
persons engaging in illegal com bina 
tlons in restraint of trade, the ulti­ 
mate purpose of each com bination be­ 
ing to create a monopoly and to raise 
the prices on its products.

Another great social reform which 
President Taft advocated and which 
received his hearty approval when the 
law was passed concerns the investi­ 
gation of child labor conditions by the 
government.

Duping the Days of W itchcraft Un­ 
fortunates Were Brought Into 
Court to Be Condemned. 


When the witchcraft 
delusion of 
1692 seized the province the people 
would not w-alt for the workings ot 
the established tribunal of justice. It 
was too slow to suit them. 
No doubt 
they feared that it would be “reaction­ 
ary’* or inclined to be too respectful 
to i he letter of the law. 
So they 
cried out for a spacial court to hustle 
along the trial of the witches, and 
Governor Phipps meekly yielded to 
the clamor and named seven Judges 
to conduct the trials. 
It was distinctly a popular court, 
and was controlled absolutely by the 
popular will. 
Not a one of the seven 
judges was a law ver. 
Two of the 
Judges were clergymen. vwo were phy 
sicians and three 
were merchants 
The common law- was thrown aside, 
rules of evidence were ignored, and 
the judges and jurtes were left un­ 
trammeled by any “quibbles of 
the 
law” to follow their own feelings and 
the popular will. 
Says Washburn In his “Judicial His­ 
tory of Mascachusetts”: 
“The trials 
were but a form of executing popular 
vengeance. 
Juries were intimidated 
by the frowns and persuasions of the 
cou.-t and by the outbreaking* of the 
multitude that crowded the place of 
trial to render verdicts against their 
own consciences and judgment." 
He 
cities Ona case, that of Rebecca Nurse, 
in which the jury actually had the cour­ 
age to bring in a verdict of not guilty. 
Whereupon “the accusers raised 
a 
great outcry and the judges were 
overcome by the clamor." 
The jury 
was sent back, retu-ned with a ver 
dict of guilty, and the woman was 
accordingly executed. 
Ta ts promptly 
and effectively did the 1 opular will 
succeed In bringing shout the judicial 
decision it wanted.—Boston Herald.

BEST TO AVOID MUSHROOMS 


Really Have Little Value as Suste­ 
nance and There Is Always 
Danger of Poison. 


There are in this country more than 
one hundred edible species of mush­ 
rooms. 
The popular distinction be­ 
tween mushroom and toadstool is one 
of name only. 
Many of the suppos­ 
edly inferior specimens have proved 
on careful examination to be harm­ 
less, whereas some of those which 
bear an extremely close family resem­ 
blance to favored articles of diet are 
the carriers of danger in the form of 
exceedingly 
powerful 
poisons. 
Let 
him, therefore, who lacks the training 
requisite for the unfailing detection 
and identification of species carefully 
refrain from excursions into a field 
of uncertainty so fraught with danger. 
Mushrooms form an unusually nu­ 
tritious and sustaining diet. 
A well­ 
known 
botanist 
says 
that 
mush­ 
rooms might properly be called vege­ 
table m eat and used as a substitute 
for animal food. 
It is doubtful, however, if this is 
true. 
The more we learn of mushrooms 
the more it becomes apparent that 
they are scarcely different as regards 
dietary virtues from the general run 
of the green vegetables which have 
never achieved the distinction of any 
unique or superior nutritive properties. 
They belong rather to that large group 
of food materials which we consume 
for reasons quite apart from the body. 
—Journal of the American Medical 
Association.

In the drawer in 
which ten dollars was left, one of the 
dollars was placed in the back part, 
and the drawer does not open out 
readily, so it is believed this is the 
reason he did not observe the piece of 
money. 


In the other drawer the five dollars 


was all in small change. The thief 
was evidently in a hurry to leave 'be- 
cause he carelessly left a dime in the 
register taking only $4.90.

President. 


"He has met every crisis that 


has arisen during his adminis- 
tration with firmness and reso- 
lution. The bluff and bluster of 
political enemies have not made 
him flinch an iota from his de- 
termination to do that which 
he believes to 'be for the gen- 
eral welfare of all classes of 
people In this republic."—Rep- 
resentatlva Kahn of California, 
in an address reviewing Presi- 
dent Taft's Administration. 


The record of President Taft's ad- 


ministration is one of splendid achieve- 
ment. 


His administration has broken all 


records for prosecutions brought and 
won under the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Without fear or favor it has brought 
to the bar of justice corporations and 
persons engaging in illegal combina 
tibns in restraint of trade, the ulti- 
mate purpose of each combination be- 
ing to create a monopoly and to raise 
the prices on its products. 
In two 


years and eleven months of his ad 
ministration President Taft caused to 
•be instituted twenty-two civil suits 
and forty criminal suits against il- 
legal trusts. Roosevelt, in the seven 
and a half years of his presidency, 
only instituted forty-four suits against 
illegal combinations. 


Under President Taft's administra- 


tion the great Sugar trust frauds were 
unearthed, resulting in the forced res- 
titution of millions of dollars into the 
national 
treasury. 
These 
frauds, 


which were based upon the bribery of 
customs officials to dishonestly value 
imports of sugar, were in progress 
during the last administration, but 
were not detected until Taft became 
president. 


Corporation Tax. 


President Taft suggested and se- 


cured the enactment of a law impos- 
ing a tax upon corporations which 
adds $30,000,000 annually to the reve- 
nues of the government. 


He advocated and approved the law 


establishing 
postal savings 
banks. 


These banks are now the depositories 
of many millions of dollars and afford 
to people of small means in remote lo- 
calities an easy and safe method of 
accumulating money. 


Under his direction there has been 


an investigation of the excessive and 
unfair charges of the express' co.m 
panies and a complete rearrangement 
of rates ordered. 


Railroads have been prevented from 


putting rate increases into effect with 
out the approval of the interstate com- 
merce commission. While this legis- 
lation was pending an effort was mad< 
by certain trunk lines to increass1 
rates.' A temporary injunction was 
immediately obtained by the attorney 
general, and by agreement with the 
railroad presidents they did not put 
the increases into effect but waited 
for the enactment of the law. They 
then applied to the interstate com- 
merce commission for permission, un- 
der the new law, to make the increase, 
but their application was denied by 
the commission. 
The railroads de- 


nounced the president and his attor- 
ney general for the stand they took in 
protecting the rights of the shippers. 


Other Reforms Accomplished. 


The white slave traffic has been 


vigorously and effectively attacked, 
and severe 
punishment 
has been 


meted out to those engaged in the 
nefarious business. 


A bureau of mines has been estab- 


lished, so as to safeguard the lives of 
miners. President Taft personally at- 
tended a demonstration of the meth- 
ods employed to rescue miners and 
has done everything in his power to 
give efficiency to this new bureau.

The tariff has been revised down- 


ward. Under the Payne tariff law, ap- 
proved by President Taft, the list of 
articles admitted. duty free was in- 
creased, while the - average rates of 
duty upon all dutiable articles was de- 
creased.

bean crippled and not one American I 


workman has been thrown out of en> 
ployment by reason of its enactment. 
Believing that the schedules might be 
still farther revised, President Tstt 
created the tariff board, an organiza- 
tion of experts, who dealt with the 
tariff problem from a business point 
of view and who suggested farther 
changes. -. The Democratic house of 
representatives ignored these well- 
considered recommendations and also 
legislated the tariff board out of ex- 
istence. 
The tariff bills vetoed by 


President Taft were framed by a com- 
mittee of fourteen Democrats, eleven 
of whom are lawyers and the other 
three have had no business experi- 
ence. 


President Taft has enforced the em- 


ployers' liability act and approved the 
extension of its provisions so that em- 
ployes of railroad carriers may bring 
suits in any district in which the de- 
fendant was doing business at the 
time of the commencement of the 
action.

crieil out for a special court to hustle 
along the trial of the witches, anc 
Gov«rnor Phipps meekly yielded to 
the clamor and named seven judges 
to conduct the trials.

and was controlled absolutely by the 
popular will. Not a on« of the seven 
judges was a lawyer. 
Two of the 


judges were clergymen, two were phy

he carriers of danger in the form of 
exceedingly powerful poisons. 
Let 


lim, therefore, who lacks the training 
requisite for the unfailing detection 
and identification of species carefully 
refrain from excursions into a field 
of uncertainty so fraught with danger. 


Mushrooms form an unusually nu- 


:ritious and sustaining diet. A well- 
known 
botanist 
says 
that 
mush- 


rooms might properly be called vege- 
table meat and used as a substitute 
'or animal food. 


It is doubtful, however, if this is 


true. 


The more we learn of mushrooms 


:he more it becomes apparent that 
they are scarcely different as regards 
dietary virtues from the general run 
of the green vegetables which have 
never achieved the distinction of any 
unique or superior nutritive properties. 
They belong rather to that large group 
of food materials which we consume 
for reasons quite apart from the body. 
—Journal of the American Medical

There are many large hats displayed
